BONN (NJP)—Germany will 
fulfill its restitution obligations 
to the Jews, a government 
spokesman said here following 
a statement by Justice Minister 
Fritz ‘Schaeffer that Germany 
should curb compensation to 
Nazi victims because “it is a 
burden on our economy.” The 
spokesman’s' statement was 
taken to be an indication that 
the Bonn government does not 
side with Dr Schaeffer, whose 
declaration has been sharply 
criticized by Jewish groups.

JERUSALEM (NJP) — WILY

Eisendrath 
Sees Jews As 
Proselytizers

NEW YORK (NJP)—Dr. Mau- 
rice N, Eisendrath, president of 
the Union of American Hebrew 
Congregations (Reform) — who 
started this week on a five- 
month tour of Asia, Africa and 

Australia 
will explore 
the idea of 
Jews again be- 
coming a mis- 
sionizing faith, 
and will also 
examine the 
possibility of 
introducing 
Reform Juda- 

Eisendrath ism to the 
Sephardic communities of Asia. 

Dr, Eisendrath’s trip is for the 
purpose of consulting with re- 
ligious leaders of various faiths. 

Eisendrath will seek a private 
audience with Pope Pius during 
his trip. He plans to see Hindu 
leader Sankaracharga of Kama- 
kati and others, 

Eisendrath said that Jews 
were a missionizing faith in 
earlier days. He felt that Juda- 
ism held a great deal for those 
who could not find themselves 
religiously in other beliefs. With 
regard to Israel, Eisendrath 
maintained that when the time 
was ripe, and there were num- 
erous Reform-type congrega- 
tions in Israel, the non-Ortho- 
dox leadership will push for 
recognition of Reform. 

On introduction of Reform to 
Asia’s Sephardic communities, 
Eisendrath said he felt that as 
these areas develop into mod- 
ernity, they will lose the Jewish 
youth from religious belief un- 
less they provide them with the 
modern Reform approach. 


ANTI-BIAS’_ BILL. 
IS NOW LAW 
NEW YORK (NJP)—This 
city’s anti-housing bias bill 
was signed into law this 
week by Mayor Wagner after 
the city’s Board of Estimate 
approved it unanimously. 
The city council had earlier 
passed the bill (NJP, Dee, 
13) that outlawed bias in 
private as well as publie 

multiple housing units. 








overwhelmingly opposed to dis- 
crimination against the Negro, 
it is difficult to understand why 
the CJFWF did not impose a 
boycott against New Orleans in 
protest.”

It also said: “It would ap- 
pear ... Louisiana would be in 
sad straits in its efforts to at- 
tract the out-of-state dollar. 
Not so. It can count on the 
CJFWF. This group supported 
by Jewish community dollars 
convened 1,000 delegates in New 
Orleans last month, The im- 
pact on Louisiana businesses 
must have gratified their own- 
ers.” 





150 ZIONISTS IN

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ISRAEL SYNAGOGUES 


NOT UP TO

NEW YORK—The Israeli vis- 
itor to American cities is in- 
evitably impressed by the pro- 
liferation of magnicent new 
buildings erected to serve the 
various needs of the Jewish com- 
a munity. Not 
i least among 
these are the 
synagogues 
and _ temples. 
Despite the 
enormous 
growth of pop- 
ulation in Is- 
rael during the 
past ten years, 
synagogue con- 
struction has not kept pace at 
all, Aside from the dedicated ef- 
forts of Mrs. Archibald Silver- 
man, of Providence, R. I, 
almost no one has_ concerned 
himself or an organized, sys- 
tematic basis with providing the 
physical facilities for houses of 
prayer. Here and there through- 
out Israel modest synagogues 
have been provided to meet im- 
mediate pressing needs of wor- 
shippers, and occasionally one 
will find a super-synagogue, as 
the recently completed structure 
in Haifa which has, I believe, 
some 1700 seats. 

YET THERE is little in their 
architecture to identify these 
buildings. The talents of Israel’s 
budding architects have been 
turned ‘to the design of concert 
halis, organization headquarters 
and university buildings, but not 
to synagogues. The one excep- 
tion is the unusual, almost ec- 
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centric and bizarre structure of 
the Israel Goldstein synagogue 
at the Hebrew University in Jeru- 
salem. If American Judaism had 
thought of looking to Israel for 
guidance in the development of 
a new authentic form of syna- 
gogue architecture, it must be 
confessed that Israel has little 
or nothing to offer in this field. 
Guidance surely is needed. In 
the great haste to build bigger 
and better synagogues, temple 
committees and architects have 
in many instances let their imag- 
inations run wild. In one impor- 
tant American city, my host 
drove me up to a new structure 
and asked me to utter the first 
thoughts which came to my mind 
upon viewing it. My answer 
was: “The SKF  Ball-Bearing 
plant outside of Philadelphia.” It 
had all the earmarks of that 
industrial edifice, but 1 was 
wrong. This was the newly com- 
pleted Orthodox synagogue. 


I HAVE SEEN others that re- 
minded me of movie palaces, of 
high school buildings and of 
government institutions. But 
what is a synagogue supposed 
to look like, anyhow? The Union 
of American Hebrew Congrega- 
tions recently sponsored a na- 
tional conference on synagogue 
architecture and art in New 
York, and the exhibit which I 
the pleasure of viewing 
there indicated the wide vari- 


ance in views among architects 


and builders. Rabbi Jay Kauf- 
man, vice president of the 
UAHC, in his keynote address to 
the conference, pointeg out that 
through all of Jewish history 
there has never been a uniform 
cr standard style of synagogue 
architecture. Certainly most 
readers will recall the mosque- 
like synagogues of their youth 
in this country—Byzantine style 
buildings, complete with dome, 
arches and minarets. Many such 
buildings are still 1n existence, 
located in sections of the city 
from which Jews have largely 
moved away. In my youth J 
always looked upon the Colum- 
bia St. shul in Cambridge, Mass., 
as the perfect example of what 
a synagogue should be like, and 
when the inevitable second shul 
was built on Tremont St., I felt 
it looked more like a_ public 
school than a Jewish house of

Well, by any interpretation 
available in the standard dic- 
tionaries, chess most certainly is 
a sport. One such tome defines 
sport as “that which diverts and 
makes mirth; pastime; diver- 
sion.” Chess does all these things 
and furthermore, among its most 
eminent practitioners requires a 
state of physical well-being sim- 
ilar to that expected of athletes 
participating in other sports. 

AS FOR the assumption that 
the devotees of chess are solely 
eggheads, some with long and 





which I had come to associate 
with synagogues. 

RABBI KAUFMAN . pointed 
out in his paper that with all 
their experimenting, the builders 
of American synagogues for the 
most part avoided the construc- 
tion of great Gothic cathedrals 
—“towering, immense, overpow- 
ering.” These “dwarfed the man 
who entered their portals, plac- 
ing that man in his proper per- 
spective—small, helpless, de- 
pendent pawn of creation.” This 
may have been the Christian 
view, but it was not a reflection 
of the Jewish attitude to the 
individual. 

And now modern art and ar- 
chitecture have come to the syn- 
agogue, Some specimens rely for 
their impression on_ startling 
effects. Others candidly use ar- 
chitectural gimmicks. Yet, as 
Rabbi Kaufman said, even a 
genius like Frank Lloyd Wright 
cannot sit in his ivory tower 
and design a synagogue building 
without first understanding not 
only the functions of the build- 
ing, but also the spirit of its 
history and the soul of its 
people. There have been some 
notable successes in capturing 
the Jewish spirit in bricks and 
mortar, but not enough of them 
as yet to indicate a trend or the 
emergence of a pattern. What is 
encouraging is that intelligent, 
responsible men—architects, rab- 
bis and laymen alike— are ex- 
ploring the avenues of synagogue 
architectural development.

He said that without doubt 
chess is the most exciting and 
exhausting sport in the world. 


SPEAKING, of course, from 
the viewpoint of a _ veteran 
tournament player, Reshevsky 
emphasized the physical and psy- 
chological stress which must be 
undergone by a top-notch cam- 
paigner. 

“The pressure and tension are 
indescribably terrific. At the end 
of a game I’m exhausted-—physi- 
cally and mentally despite the 
fact that I train hard and get 
plenty of rest between tourna- 
ments.” . 


“Patience, calm, self-confidence 
and good physical condition along 
with aptitude, are absolute es- 
sentials of the tournament 
player and expert.” 


These requirements are not so 
different from those demanded of 
an All-American quarterback or 
a major league pitcher. As in 





other sports, a champion must 


give unstintingly of ‘himself in 
order to attain the peak and to 
fight off the challengers. 


RESHEVSKY disparaged the 
views of those who think of chess 
as being played only by an exe 
clusive few capable of under« 
standing its intricate tactics and 
strategy. As evidence he men- 
tioned the thousands of books on 
chess and the millions of ama- 
teur enthusiasts in this country 
and other who play the game. 

He displayed an obvious en. 
thusiasm for chess as played by 
the average sportsman. 

Quite likely Reshevsky’s mes- 
sage would have had an appre- 
ciable effect in attracting a few 
thousand more converts to chess 
if it had appeared in all the 
newspapers to which it was 
made available.

NEW YORK (NJP)—Scholars 
are taking an increased interest 
in Jewish attitudes agd feelings 
toward modern day living. They 
are seeking to discover how the 
Jewish heritage affects the Jew’s 
attitude toward life. 


AMONG THE subjects under 
study are conflicts of Jewish and 
non-Jewish environment in Jew- 
ish adolescents, middle age life 
of Jews, the cultural conscious- 
ness of Jewish and Negro 
youths, sociological studies of 
various Jewish communities and 
Jewish suburbia. Jewish juvenile 


delinquency and the nature of 
chauvinism in Jewish adoles- 
cents. 


Dr. Raphael Patai, director of 
the Theodor Herzl Institute re- 
search department, which will 
publish early next year a survey 
of current research in Israel, 
Zionism and Jewish social stud- 
jes, told The POST and OPIN-

He pointed to. the fact that 
Catholic priests at New York's 
Fordham University had done 
studies on Jewish-Gentile inter-

THE SURVEY will list unpub- 
lished research and research cur- 
rently in progress to guide 
scholars and enable them to de- 
termine where insufficient re- 
search is being done, Dr. Patai 
said. He plans to reissue the 
survey every two years to keep 
it current. 

A good deal of Biblical re- 
search is being done by both 
Jewish and non-Jewish scholars. 
Jewish education is also a prom- 
inent research field. Studies in 
Jewish social work are not a3 
prominent, Dr. Patai noted. 

He said another large field of 
investigation is American Jew- 
ish history with studies efther 
underway or completed of Jew- 


ish communities in New York 
City; Baltimore; Vineland, New 
Jersey; Virginia; and Southern 
California, 


BUT THE research survey is 
only one of five propjects cur- 
rently occupying Dr. Patai and 
his staff of two research assist- 
ants and two secretaries, on a 
budget of less than $15,000 a 
year. 

Perhaps the thing proven to 
Dr. Patai’s heart is an annual 
Herzl yearbook. This book will 
be devoted to research on lesser 
known aspects of Herzl’s work 
and philosophy and to research 
studies on other Zionist pioneers, 

The first volume will include 
papers on Herzl’s role in prepa- 
vation for the Balfour Declara- 
tion, an analysis of his early 
letters, never published in Eng- 
lish, his correspondence with 
Ludwig Gumplowicz, a German 
sociologist and Herl’s Sinai pro- 
ject, There will also be a study 
of Adam Rosenberg, an early 
American Zionist leader, 


DR. PATAIS research depart- 
ment is also engaged in gather- 
ing materials for a history of 
American Zionism. It is hoped 
to secure financial aiq from a 
foundation to write a definitive 
work on the subject. 

Dr. Patai’s department is also 
microfilming archives pertaining 
to Zionism, Judaism, and Jew- 
ish leaders to preserve them for 
future scholars and file them in 
a central place. He said he would 
be extremely interested in mi- 
crofilming collections or family 
documents anywhere, if inter-

with him. Dr. Patai also provides 
a research consultation service 
to help students and_ scholars 
who are either looking for spe- 
cific materials or wish to find a 
suitable topic for Jewish re- 
search. 

BORN IN Hungary, Dr. Patai 
was educated in Hungarian and 
German secular and Jewish in- 
stitutions before going to Pal- 
estine in 1933. He has the dis- 
tinction of receiving the first doc- 
tor of philosophy degree ever 
awarded by the Hebrew Univer- 
sity. 

The tall, husky scholar founded 
the Palestine Institute of Folk- 
lore and Ethnology. He came to 
the United States in° 1947 on a 
fellowship to do anthropological 
research. Since then he _ has 
taught anthropology at Dropsie 
College and the Universities of 
Pennsylvania, Princeton, Colum- 
bia and Ohio State. He was also 
a Middle East consultant for the 
United Nations before coming 
to the Herzl Institute in 1956.

FORCING JEWS TO CLOSE STORES 
' ON SUNDAY IS DISCRIMINATION

BOLIVIA HAS only 4,000 Jews, but they 
live a full Jewish life. So declared Bolivia’s 
chief rabbi, G. Friedlander, when he visited 
New York to stock up on books and school 
supplies. One of the numerous German exiles 
who have enriched the spiritual life of so 
many countries, 43-year-old 
Rabbi Friedlander told the 
Forward’s I. Shmulevich that 
most of Bolivia’s Jews are 
post-war refugees, who are 
flourishing economically, that 
the country is devoid of 
anti-Semitism, that a Jew- 
ish day-school in La Paz has 
an enrollment of 400, in- 
cluding many Christians 
who admire the high caliber 
of its curriculum and training. 

Intermarriage is very low, the rabbi said, 
primarily because of the fine social program 
of Circula Israelita, a kind of Jewish com- 
munity center.

Two Papers Say Israel 4 
Should Seek German Aid 

BOTH THE DAY-JOURNAL and the For- 
ward reluctantly agree with Ben-Gurion that 
Israel has no alternative but to try to get 
submarines from the-Bonn government.

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Young Confident University of Judaism Grows With West Coast Jewry 


By LEONARD LEADER 

LOS ANGELES (NJP) — Los 
Angeles’ University of Judaism 
faces 1958 and its second decade 
—as a school for an entire Jew- 
ish community—with confidence 
and ambitious plans from its 
newly acquired 10-story tower 
quarters in Hollywood. This 
west coast branch of the Jew- 
ish Theological Seminary stands 
high on the local Jewish horizon 
with ‘nearly 1,000 students en- 
rolled. 

In an exclusive interview with 
The National Jewish POST, the 
University’s dean, Dr. Samuel 
Dinin, who has been with the 
institution since its cradle days, 
discussed its 10 years of growth 
and analyzed the underlying 
problems of Jewish education in 
the nation’s second largest Jew- 
ish community. 

His is no narrow approach. 
Dean Dinin speaks of the uni- 


versity having the three classic , 


attributes of a great center of 
learning: “a company of dis- 
tinguished scholars ... a great 
library where original research 
can be done... and a student 
body.” 


HIGH POINT in its univer- 
sity character is the ability of 
the U of J to confer doctoral 
degrees. It is one of the few 
universities outside of New York 
where one can receive a Ph.D. in 
Hebrew letters, Jewish theology 
or religious education. (In the 
last a masters degree is also 
offered.) Before the establish- 
ment of this university there 
were no such opportunities in 
the west. The school’s graduate 
division fills this needa. 

Under a system of visiting pro- 
fessors key intellectual leaders 
of world Judaism, internationally 
recognized scholars, have come 
here and spent time on the uni- 


versity staff. They have in- 
included Hebrew University’s 
Doctors Ernest Simon, Alex- 


ander Dushkin, Simon Halkin 
and Martin Buber. Others came 
from the east coast parent sem- 
inary. Dr. Abraham Menes, 
scholar ang editor of the YIVO 
encyclopedia, was also one of 
the visiting academicians. 


“IN VIEW of our needs,” Dr. 
Dinin says, “it is valid to have 
visiting professors, for it is 
difficult for the smal] school to 
set up a faculty in every dis- 
cipline.” 

But not only a company of 
distinguished visitors is the pride 
of the Univerity. On its resident 
staff besides Dr. Dinin, who spe- 
cializes in history and educa- 
tion there is Dr. Jacob Kohn, 
one of the area’s most beloved 
spiritual leaders and educators. 
Dr. Kohn, now dean of the 
graduate school, is rabbi emer- 
itus of Temple Sinai, and a 
founder and past presidnt of 
both the Los Angeles board of 
rabbis and the Western Region 
rabbinical assembly; Others 
teaching are Professors Wolf 
Leslau (history and foundation 
of Hebrew grammar) and Jonas 
Greenfield (Near East Biblical 
texts). 


AMONG THE 40 studying for 
doetoral degrees is an Occidental 
College Japanese professor spe- 
cializing in Bible study. 

“Los Angeles Jewish commun- 
My leaders pursue courses with 


the top world scholars,” re- 
marked Dinin. 
THE NEXT expansion fore- 


seen by the dean is an increase 
fh resident professors. Planned 

a permanent scholar in rab- 
finle and Talmud studies, and a 


language and literature on the 
graduate level, 

At present Dr. Simon Green- 
berg, Judaism University’s di- 
rector, and Theological Sem- 
inary vice-chancellor, presents 
Mishnah and _ homiletics; and 
Dr. David Lieber, the univer- 
sity’s Teachers Institute dean, 
teaches Bible. To quote Dr. 
Dinin “the university is pretty 
well covered in rabbinics and 
Hebrew.” 

Though the graduate school 
| Stands as a diamond in the 
jcrown of the University, a 
larger concept motivates and ex- 
| plains - the University’s position 
;on the Los Angeles scene. It is 
/a total and all-embracing idea 
‘of preparing more than the rab- 
|binical leadership; it envisages a 
'program of academic service to 
the Jewish community as a 





‘whole. None are considered 
‘Strangers to the University’s 
classrooms. 


IT MIGHT BE stated that all 
who enter its portals are lead- 
ers of local Jewry whether 
they serve before the Torah in 
the synagogue or lead a neigh- 
borhood Hadassah group. Both 
rabbis and lay leaders learn at 
the university. 

Teachers are in short supply 
in Los Angeles. The tempo of 
population growth here has 
made the problem even sharper 
than on the national level. To 
meet this the University has a 
teachers institute, At present 82 
| Students are enrolled in this pro- 
\gram, the only one of its kind 
jwest of Chicago. With ages 
averaging 17 to 22 the collegiate 
level group in attendance study 
|entirely in Hebrew for a period 
jof 12 hours a week. Their 
;courses lead to bachelor degrees 
in religious education or He- 
brew literature. 

The University, Dinin pointed 
out, does not try to offer educa- 
tion and other courses. that 
secular universities offer. 

“We look forward to the time 
when we will have it all under 
one roof, as Dropsie College 
does,” he said. At present the 
prospective teachers share their 
study time at the university and 
another school. 

This teacher training program 
has some Israelis studying on 
student visas. 

TO THE oft-repeated  criti- 
cism that Jewish communa) 
workers lack “Jewish content in 
their work” the University has 
developed an institute of Jewish 
communal services, now in its 
third year of operation. It is 
with this division that U of J 
tries to reach the post Bar Mitz- 
va youth who gives community 
leadership as Sunday _§ school 
teacher, club leader and summer 
camp counsellor, 

“The Bar Mitzva is too often 
the terminal point,” said Dinin. 
“The problem is to get them to 
continue, for there is a dearth 


| of Jewish young people who can 


jlead Jewish community activ- 
| ities.” 
“An appalling small number 


of adolescents are reached by 
| Jewish education,” said the dean. 
|His estimate was that less than 
|five per cent of those in the 13 
|to 18 group are studying Jewish 
| matters. 

THE PRESENT enrollment of

fourth university division, Fine 
Arts, under the famed Benjamin 
Zemach. Some 65 are in his 
drama and dance classes. The di- 
vision, with a total of 150 stu- 
dents, is linked with a museum 
collection of ceremonial and art 
objects (a new wing is planned 
to house it) and a program of 


arts, music and a choral so- 
ciety. 
This division has presented 


public plays for the community 
which included Sholem Aleichem, 
a new Israeli play “They Walked 
Through the Fields,” and an op- 
eretta, ‘The Witch,” by Gold- 
fadden (which drew rave press 
reviews). Ambitious plans are 
held for rounding out this divi- 
sion into a major Jewish cul- 
tural force in this city. 
Professor Mordecai Kaplan, 
one of the University’s found- 
ers, spoke of the need for em- 
phasizing the arts. “It is,” said 
Dinin, “a form of esthetic ex- 
perience that brings beauty to 
Jewish life.” 


THE GREAT bulk of the Uni- 
versity’s students (700 to be 
exact) attend the morning and 
evening division of the Univer- 
sity Institute. Some 60 courses 
are offered in this Adult Jewish 


studies program. They include 
Dr. Kohn’s' popular’ course, 
“Judaism and the Moral Life of 
Man.” Bible, Talmud in Eng- 
lish, Current Jewish News (an 
interpretation in depth by the 
University’s librarian, Louis 


Shub), Jewish History, Yiddish, 
Jewish Novel, Arts and Crafts 
and a long list of other courses. 
In this fifth division, exten- 
sion courses are offered in thea 
San Fernando Valley and at 
Alhambra. Special classes are 
given to groups set up by B'nai 
B’rith, Hadassah, Pioneer Wom- 
en, Masada and other organiza- 
tions.

“THIRTEEN YEARS ago when 
I first came to Los Angeles it 
was a frontier town,” he re- 
called. 

It was from his post then as 
director of the city’s bureau of 
Jewish education that Dinin 
helped lay the basis for the Uni- 
versity, saw it through its grow- 
ing pains when it occupied a 
small house, and now stands full 
time as its dean, having left 
the bueau’s directorship in early 
1957. 

Though the University is, in 
Dinin’s words, “technically a 
branch of a Conservative insti- 
tution, the Jewish Theological 
Seminary, we do not indoctrin- 
ate in Conservative Judaism. We 
do not even have a course in 
Conservative Judaism. All 
phases of Judaism are taught.” 

THE NEW 10-story tower 
building, formerly the Holly- 
wood Athletic Club, is the sheil 
around which expansion and 


modernization plans are being 
developed. A community fund 
drive to aid in this work is high 
on the agenda of the Univer- 
sity with executive director Fred 
Fingerote playing a major ad- 
ministrative role. The library 
with its collection of pamphlets 
and periodicals second to noth- 
ing on the Pacific Coast is about 
to triple its volumes and be- 
come a repository for 30,000 
volumes. Nothing in the western 
Uniteq States will be like it. 


AS THE two-hour long inter- 
view came to an end the Dean 
stood up, walked away from his 
desk with its sheets of figures 
and facts.

Pretty Jewish Fulbright Scholar 


‘Passes’ As 


By JACK LEON 

TEL AVIV (NJP)—VISITING 
ISRAEL on a world tour, after 
having spent three fascinating 
months in India, is beautiful 21- 
year-old Loretta Schaeffer, a 
Fulbright scholar from Brooklyn. 

Determined not to be merely a 
tourist in India, Loretta bought 
locally-worn clothing, including 
a collection of saris, marked her 
forehead with the traditional 
“spot” and learned a little Hindi 
in quick time. 

Thus equipped,.and with her 
naturally dark features, she was 
accepteq everywhere as an 
Indian, so much so that she 
was even able to enter the holy 
Hindu temples without difficulty. 

She was also photographed for 
the front cover of India’s well- 
known “Illustrated Weekly” as 
a typical local beauty, being 
taken standing in a rice field and 
balancing a jug on her head. 


THE TALL, striking Brook- 
lyner was able to fulfill an old 
urge to visit India and the Far 
East after spending a year study- 
ing at Sydney University’s Town 
and Country planning depart- 
ment on a Fulbright scholar- 
ship. 

In India, which she reached 
after short stays in Singapore, 
Thailand and Burma, Loretta 
journeyed extensively by train, 
traveling second and third class, 
instead of first class as is the 
habit with all Westerners. This 
mode of travel enabled her to 
meet and make friends with the 
ordinary people of the sub- 
continent. 

She received great hospitality 
from the Indians in their homes. 
They usually knew she was Jew- 
ish, but this in no way affected 
their friendliness towards her 
and on all her extensive travels 
she came across no signs of anti- 
Semitism, she told The POST. 


TWO OF HER most exciting 
experiences were when she was 
entertained in oriental splendor 
by maharajas in Mysore and in 
Kashmir, where she spent a 
week. She found intense resent- 
ment against India among the 
Moslems of both Kashmir and 
Pakistan, which she visited later. 
In India anti-Muslim feeling 
was not nearly as marked. Her 
last stop before Israel was Persia. 


Loretta made a special study 
of town planning in India, as 
she does in all countries where 
she calls. She spent a. few inter- 
esting days with a seven-strong 
team of Americans working on a 
Greater Delhi building scheme 
under a Ford Foundation grant. 

One of her greatest surprises 
was to fing a Jewish New Yorker, 
Inez Metzo, aged 27, studying 
Indian dancing in Madras, also 
under a Ford Foundation grant. 
She told Loretta -that she had

met nothing but friendliness 
from the Indians among whom 
she lived. 

AFTER THESE Asian coun- 
tries, with their vast territories 
and equally vast development 
problems, the Brooklyn student 
is amazed by tiny Israel—‘‘so 
Western that it is hard to be- 
lieve that it is an Eastern state 
at all.” The vigor with which 
building projects are planned 
and carried out here strongly 
impresses her, she says. 

From Israel she is_ visiting 
Turkey, Greece, Italy, France 
and Britain and he plans to re- 
turn to the United States early 


in 1958 after more than 18 
months abroad. Much of her 
travelling has been done by 


planes, utilizing the return half 
of her Fulbright scholarship air 
ticket from Australia and thus 
cutting her expenses to a min- 
imum. 

In February Loretta starts on 
a fellowship at the Mass. Insti- 
tute of Technology in Cambridge. 
She hopes to receive her mas- 
ter’s degree in city planning in 
two years’ time. 

After this she wants to return

If you are like me, you are 
always on the lookout for new 
recipes, new food ideas, and 
above ail; more cookbooks to add 
to the shelf.

old favorite brought more up 
to date in the recipe form, and 
with the addition of instructions 
for freezing foods and other use- 


ful information. Many old fa- 
miliar dishes are here, too, and 
in all the book has a homey 
flavor, with personal asides, from 
time to time, and with names of 
some of the recipe donors. There 
is a special chapter devoted to 
Passover recipes. There is also 
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a chapter entitled “Traditional 
Puddings” which for some rea- 
son includes a Hungarian sour 
cream cake, and _ strawberry 
shortcake. 

For a reader who asks for a 
recipe for Halla, Mrs. S. Stark, 
of Urbana, IIL, I print the recipe 
from the book. 

HALLOS 
(Pages 207-208) 
“Jewish Cookbook” by Bellin 
1 cake yeast 


2 to 242 cups lukewarm 
water 
1 tsp. salt 


44 cup plus 1 tblsp. sugar 

8 cups sifted all-purpose 
flour 

4 tblsps. salad oil 

3 well-beaten eggs 


DISSOLVE THE yeast in % 
cup of the water, add the salt 
and 1 tablespoonful of the sugar, 
and let this sponge rise at 85 
degrees F for 15 minutes. Sift 
the flour into a large bowl, add 
the sponge, the remaining 
sugar, salad oil, 2 of the eggs, 
and enough water to make a 
soft dough. Knead until satin- 
smooth. Place in a large greased 
bowl, cover, and let rise until 
double in bulk. Punch down, and 
divide into 2 parts for large 
loaves and 4 parts for small 
ones. Knead each part until 
smooth. Divide each piece of 
dough into quarters. Roll each 
of 3 of these quarters into a 
rope between the palms of the 
hands. Braid into a strand, be- 
ginning at the center and 
working to each end. Taper the 
ends of the Joaf, and press the 
edges well together. Divide the 
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fourth quarter into 3 parts. Roll 
each of these and make a 
smaller braid. Press this braid 
into the top of the larger one. 
Grease a large cookie sheet, and 
place the loaves on it with 
enough room between them to 
allow for rising. Cover’ the 
loaves with a damp cloth and let 
rise for % hour. Brush the tops 
with the remaining egg, and if 
desired, sprinkle with poppy 
seeds. Bake at 350 degrees F 
about 45 minutes for small 
loaves, and one hour for large 
ones, until a rich brown. This 
makes two large or four small 
loaves. For the holy days, chal- 
los are shaped into round loaves, 
and a small strand of dough is 
rolled into a narrow rope and 
pressed around the rim of the 
top, like a crown,

SIFT FLOUR, baking powder, 
and sugar together into a bowl. 
Add oil, eggs, and enough water 
to make a soft dough. Stir only 
until the ingredients are blended. 
Divide the dough into five pieces, 
four of which are the same size, 
and the fifth piece about one-third 
larger than the others. Roll the 
larger piece into a 12% inch 
square and line an 8x8x2 inch

baking pan with it. Press the 
dough smoothly against the 
sides. It will extend slightly 


above the rim, Sprinkle one-fifth 
of the cinnamon-sugar mixture 
and one-half of the walnuts 
evenly over the bottom. Roll out 
another piece of dough into an 
8x8 inch square. Place this 
over the first piece. On it spread 
one-half of the jam and cocoa- 
nut, and another one-fifth of the 
sugar-cinnamon mixture, Roll 
out the third piece of dough, 





8x8 inches in size and place in 
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the pan. Cover with an even 
layer of the apples and raisins, 
and another one-fifth of the 
sugar-cinnamon, Roll out the 
fourth piece of dough into an 
8x8 inch square, place in the pan, 
and on it spread the remaining 
nuts, jam and cocanut, and an- 
other one-fifth of the cinnamon- 
sugar mixture. Roll out the last 
piece of dough into an 812x8% 
inch square, place over the top, 
and press the edges of this layer 
and the bottom layer firmly to- 
gether. Sprinkle with the re- 
maining sugar-cinnamon mix- 
ture, Bake at 350 degrees F 
about one and a quarter hours, 
until a rich brown. Cool in the 
pan, and cut into squares of any 
desired size.

SPREAD three-fourths cup of 
zwieback crumbs over the bot. 
tom and sides of a well-greased 
8 inch spring form. Let the cream 
cheese stand at room tempera- 
ture until softened. Soak the 
gelatine in one-fourth cup of the 
water for five minutes, Put the 
remaining water, sugar, salt and 
slightly-beaten egg yolks in the 
top of a double boiler. Stir over 
hot, not boiling water for five 
minutes. Add the gelatine and 
stir until it dissolves, Stir in the 
cheese until fluffy, and gradu- 
ally whip in the egg mixture, 
Chill until slightly thickened. 
Whip the cream stiff and fold in. 
Beat the egg whites stiff and 
fold in last. Pour into the spring 
form, Sprinkle the top evenly 
with the remaining crumbs. Chill 
until firm. Remove sides to

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TEST FOR US JEWRY 


THE ECONOMIC phase through which business in the 
United States is passing must affect fund-raising and the 
sale of Israel Bonds, we are told. 

Since most local UJA drives are held in the spring, 
and since an economic upturn isn’t even predicted vuntil 
the second half of 1958, that would seem ‘to indicate that 
the United Jewish Appeal will be grievously affected dur- 
ing 1958. 

The same goes for the sale of Israel Bonds. 

The large gifts announced off the record at the recent 
UJA conference in New York tell another story. Prac- 
tically all the givers promised to hold the line with some 
announcing that their 1958 contributions would exceed 
last year’s. ® 

But, you say, these are not the average givers. ‘These 
are the leaders who know the needs at first hand and who 
do sacrificial giving. 

Maybe so. 

And maybe the American Jewish community has come 
to realize that giving to provide the bare economic neces- 
sities for Jews in need is a primary obligation which cannot 
be allowed to suffer because business conditions show signs 
of weakening. 

This means then that 1958 is a sort of test year. The 
American Jewish community may or may not have passed 
this milestone on its way to maturity. 

WE PREFER to believe that it has. We think that not 
even the Jewish leadership, which incidentally has been 
selling United States Jewry short for the past 20 years, 
has enough faith in the people they lead. 


WE HAIL HIM 


WE HARDLY THINK it fair to allow the recent United 
Jewish Appeal conference in New York to pass into his- 
tory without noting that one servant of the American Jew- 
ish community seems not to have received his true share 
of praise for his work. 

We refer to William Rosenwald, who this year stepped 
down from the chairmanship of the United Jewish Appeal. 

Why Mr. Rosenwald seems to have been taken too 
much for granted is not the point of this editorial. But 
the fact that this scion of Julius Rosenwald, the founder 
of Sears-Roebuck, took the helm of the United Jewish Ap- 
peal and threw the weight of his support to Israel is not 
an unimportant step in the arrival at the kind of accept- 
ance of Israel that marks the United States Jewish com- 
munity today. 

If Mr. Rosenwald is not a scintillating personality 
that storms and conquers people when they first meet him, 
then it is all the more to his credit that he persevered un- 
til he held one of the highest posts in Jewish life and gave 
of his talents and funds to achieve what he thought were 
proper goals of the community. 


EXPLANATION NEEDED 


WE’RE INCLINED to think that faulty translation is 
responsible for the misleading news story attributing to a 
speech by Yigal Alon in the Knesset the statement that 
“American Jewry’s assistance is not a gift but a part of 
national service.” (NJP, Dec. 27, 1957.) ~ 

What the head of the Ahdut Avoda party meant was 
that American Jews felt a responsibility to help Israel and 
this stemmed from the concept of Jewish peoplehood. 

The connotation of the word “national service” may 
be interpreted by some ill-meaning person to mean that 
Jews owe a national loyalty to Israel. Under the terms of 
citizenship in countries of the diaspora this would be dual 
loyalty. 

AS PART of the concept he was enunciating, Yigal 
Alon is quoted in the same news artivle as saying that 
American Jewry is obligated to assure a high standard of 
living in Israel. 

Did he actually say this? We doubt it. 

What he very likely did say was that American Jewry 
was making liberal contributions to aid Israel because it 
understood that moving Jews from the slums of North 
Africa to the slums of Israel.was hardly an achievement. 
Israel must be helped to build a strong stable economy in 
which Jews could live as human beings with the minimum 
necessities that such living requires. A Levantine state in 
which the masses live in dirt and squalor, under constant 
fear of epidemics and ravaged by disease was not the kind 
of living conditions which American Jews sought for Israel. 

THE GENEROSITY of the American Jewish com- 
munity has already been established. This outpouring of 
funds to aid Jews less fortunate than themselves will con- 
tinue, now that American Jewry understands that its ob- 
ligations to aid needy Jews cannot end until the Jews who 
require such help are able to provide for themselves. In 
fact, the one great asset to fund-raising for Israel is that 
this is the kind of help that eventually will end fund- 
raising in terms of the huge sums which we know of today. 
For in Israel, the Jews soon come to support themselves, 
thus removing family after family from the rolls of relief 
of world Jewry. 

A crude statement in the press to the effect that Amer- 
ican Jewry is obligated to assure a high standard of liv- 
ing in Israel without the background information will serve 
only to alienate some Jews. 

The background makes the statement mean somethin 


else again, and when you explain it, all Jews of good wil 
understand that by helping Jews in Israel, American Jewry 
is making possible not only an economically strong Israel, 
but also bringing closer the day when Israel, by becoming 
gelf-sufficient, ean take care of her own,

PERMIT ME to commend 


Rabbi Hayim Donin of Detroit, 
for his attempt to articulate 
frankly and without rancor, Or- 
thodoxy’s differences with Con- 
gervatism and Reform. He de- 
gerves an answer stamped with 
equal candor and restraint. 
The majority of Conservative 
Jews believe that most of the 
problems confronting the Jew- 
ish community can be solved 
through creatiye interpretation of 
the halaha. However, many of 


us charge that Orthodoxy. does. 


not understand the evolutionary 
character of the halaha, and 
therefore is incompetent to deal 
with the contemporary scene. 
For instance Rabbi Donin writes 
that only Conservative and Re- 
form rabbis “can and do just 
easily declare an outright Bibli- 
cal law as being no longer ac- 
ceptable if it happens to be one 
which no longer fits into their 
own personal framework of Jew- 
ish living.” The impression is 
created that classic Judaism 
never abrogated a Biblical law. 

LET’S LOOK at the record. 
Hillel’s prosbul neatly circum- 
vented the law of the jubilee 
year. Biblical law clearly pre- 
ferred yibbim, sanctioning ha- 
litza only where the yavam re- 
fused to obey the law, but the 
rabbis chose to ignore the Bibli- 
¢al law and forbade yibbum. The 
Bible imposed severe penalties 
upon the ben sorer umoreh (re- 
bellious son), upon the sotah 
(suspected wife), and upon the 
fr hanidachat (apostate city), 
but the rabbis refused to enforce 
the law, literally abrogating al! 
three. The Bible permits polyg- 
amy, yet the rabbi did not hesi- 
tate to outlaw it. One need not 
multiply examples. 

Orthodoxy will maintain that 
these and many others were not 
changes, that they were revealed 
at Mount Sinai. This is pre- 
cisely where, in Conservative 
eyes, Orthodoxy loses al] claim 
to objective scholarship. Con- 
sider, for example, the manner 
fn which some of its outstand- 
ing spokesmen attempt to prove 
that God’s revelation in the 
Torah forbids men and women 
to sit togethér at worship. This 
{fs neither scholarship nor 
lamdanut. 

Why did the rabbis, who re- 
vered the Law, violate it? Be- 
cause there was a contemporary 
need to do so. There have been 
thousands of changes in Jew- 
ish law, and each one of them 
was a response to a contem- 

rary need or problem. The 
S cbbinate innovations in the 
ketuba, like Hillel’s prospul, like 
Rabbenu Gershom’s herem 
about polygamy, were designed 
to meet contemporary problems. 
This always has been the glory 
of Judaism, that it met the chal- 
Jenge of the world by rejecting 
the world when the world was 
wrong, and adapting itself to the 
world when the world was right. 

CONTEMPORARY Orthodoxy 
~ lost this exhilirating vitality 

at is inherent in the halaha. 
That is why it finds itself fight- 
ing and losing one rear-guard 
battle after another. It fought 
against western dress for men 
and lost it. It fought against the 
phaving of one’s beard and lost. 
Today it is fighting other sim- 
flar battles—against the equality 
of the rights of women, against 

e elimination of prayers for 

restoration of the sacrificial 
em, and it inevitably must 
se these battles too. One need 





not be a genius to find halahic 
sanction for the abrogation of 
halitza or for the improvement 
of the lot of the Aguna. All one 
needs is the compassion and the 
courage to do so. 

Orthodoxy has the compassion 
but not the courage. Its 
achievements in the day school 
area testify to the richness of 
its resources, both material and 
human, but it lacks the courage 
to use the resources available in 
the halaha for the solution of 
some vexing problems. What is 
worse is, that it creates the il- 
lusion that Jewish law has never 
changed—that a loyal Jew is 
“Torah-true.” That, I am afraid, 
is another Karaism. 

Within Conservatism there is 
a faith in the adaptability of 
the halaha, and a willingness to 
adapt it. True, there is a _ re- 
spectable minority which _ be- 
lieves that some problems can- 
not be solved within the frame- 
work of the halaha—that we 
need legislation rather than in- 
terpretation. Evan for this 
group, however, every important 
change introduced officially 
within the movement has had 
halahie validation. Conservative 
Judaism is moving too slowly to 
please some of its adherents, 
while others are afraid of every 
new decision emanating from 
the Committee on Jewish Law 
and Standards. As the various 
shades of opinion within the 
Conservative movement act and 
react, there is an_ inevitable 
progress in the solution of the 
problem facing the Jewish com- 
munity.

State to Name 


Kosher Inspectors 


SACRAMENTO, Cal. (NJP)— 
The state of California will soon 
appoint kosher food inspectors 
to implement its law passed 
earlier this year to enforce pen- 
alties against those advertising 
as “kosher” products that are 
not kosher. Applications were 
accepted by the state personnel 
board until Dec. 17. 

Applications were limited to 
Orthodox rabbis, with comple- 
tion of theological studies for 
ordination at a recognized rab- 
binical school. They were re- 
quired to have two years of full- 
time paid experience in Califor- 
nia within the last 10 years as 
rabbi or assistant rabbi of an 
Orthodox congregation.

WASHINGTON, D. C. (NJP) 
—Dr, Morton J. Rubin, a bril- 
liant young meteorologist, is the 
only American scientist with a 
Russian scientific expedition in 
the coldest spot in the world, 
Mirny Base in the Antarctic. 


DR. RUBIN arrived at Mirny 
Base in November to begin a 
16-month stay with about 150 
Russian scientists with whom he 
will work gathering scientific 
data within the framework of the 
International Geophysical Year. 

The handsome young American 
(over 6 feet tall, regular fea- 
tures set off with piercing dark 
brown eyes) had only one regret 
in undertaking his adventure, 
that he would have to be away 
for almost two years from his 
wife, Goldie, and their three 
children,. Richard (14), John 
(11), and Mary Sue, just turned 
8 the first night of Hanuka. 
The Rubins live in Hyattsville, 
Md., and are members of the 
Beth Torah Synagogue there, 
where the children attend He- 
brew school. 


AS THE HOLIDAY of Hanuka 
began for Goldie and the chil- 
dren, a message from Mirny 
Base was tranmitted to the IGY 
office here and immediately re- 
layed to Hyattsville. Dr. Rubin 
concluded his first scientific re- 
port home with the following 
message: “Please pass on to 
my wife. Happy 8th birthday, 
Mary Sue. Have fun. Love to 
Mommy and the boys.” 


Talented and attractive Goldie 
Rubin told The POST and OPIN- 
ION that the transmission of 
this message was the best Ha- 
nuka gift the family could have 
received. 

Although she misses her hus- 
band very much, she said that 
she is happy and proud that he 
has this opportunity to pioneer 
both as a scientist and in hu- 
man relations.
